SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Richmond: 


I have the honor to submit, herewith, my thirteenth annual 
report. 


BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS: Land providing suffi- 
ecient playground area has been acquired at North Richmond. 
This is being fenced off with a wire fence on steel posts set in 
cement. Both buildings were painted on the inside and both 
have been equipped with electric lights which will, in large 
measure, protect the pupils’ eyes from undue strain on dark 
days and during short days of winter. The schools thus 
equipped with artificial lights will make them available for 
evening gatherings which should increase their service in their 
respective communities.

2. Improvement of the playground at the Four-Corners 
School. 


3. To make available the excellent water supply at the 
Four-Corners School. 


Through the cooperation of the teachers and parents, 
radios have been installed in both schools which bring within 
reach of the pupils a whole new field of educational material, 
as well as pleasure and entertainment outside of study hours. 
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TEACHERS AND PUPILS: Again there were no changes 
in the teaching staff. 


There are forty pupils attending schools in the District, 
two attending Troy schools, eight attending Thayer High 
School in Winchester, and two attending Keene High School, 
thus accounting for fifty-two pupils. 


The report of the School Nurse should be read carefully. 
I do not believe everyone realizes fully the importance of this 
work. It certainly is a very valuable service at a very small 
cost. |
